After reporting on a recent Northwestern University study that 
showed women usually have more “love” regrets and men more 
“work” ones, it struck me how often the opposite might be true, 
particularly for our nation’s two unofficial mascots of regret, 
Lindsay Lohan and Charlie Sheen. 

It’s really Lohan’s career (and not her relationships) that seems 
to be most in need of first aid.

But it’s different for Lohan. Her journey from adorable 
Disney star to walking anti-drug pamphlet has been pretty well 
documented. 

After her career as a child actress ramped up, so did the 
controversies. Lohan’s been involved in enough car crashes, DUI 
arrests and rehab stints for someone twice her age. But she’s also 
an unquestionably talented actress. I’m sure I’m not the only one 
who can’t turn off “Mean Girls” whenever it’s on cable. And you 
know what actress played the Lohan part in the original “Freaky 
Friday”? Jodie. Freaking. Foster. 

Lohan’s romantic entanglements haven’t been uncomplicated, 
and she’s now facing theft charges that could send her to jail. 

But it’s to her career that she’s doing a real injustice. For some- 
one who could be at the top of her game, struggling to get a role 
as a villain in the next Superman movie seems— well, beneath her. 
Plus, unlike Sheen, there are no innocent kids depending on her to 
stay out of the clubs. 

Frankly, it’d be nice if both Lohan and Sheen could clean up their 
respective acts. Ultimately, they’d be bringing both their careers 
and their relationships back from the brink of disaster. 

And THAT would be real #winning.

For those looking to move now that the ice has thawed, 
the Chicago renting market presents a mixed bag. 

The housing market’s nascent recovery has barely 
persuaded qualified homebuyers to jump in with both 
feet— and many buyers with foreclosures and short 
sales on their record couldn’t buy even if they wanted 
to, and have since joined the rental market. 

“In some areas, it is kind of difficult to find an inex- 
pensive place to rent,” said B.J. Tregoning, a Chicago 
real estate agent who also handles rentals. 

Locations close to downtown and jobs are more ex- 
pensive and come with less space, he said. The median 
rent for a two-bedroom apartment on the Gold Coast is 
$2,300, Tregoning said, citing MLS real estate stats. The 
median for two bedrooms in the South Loop is $1,900, 
but Tregoning says the spaces are newer and bigger. 

“I think that you can probably get more for your 
money in the South Loop— definitely size and condi- 
tion {a lot are new buildings},” he said. 

Farther from downtown, Tregoning cites Avondale, 
particularly the east side, and Mayfair as great values 
with good access to the Blue Line and Kennedy Ex- 
pressway The median rent for two bedrooms in Avon- 
dale is $1,100, and Mayfair is $995, according to MLS.

Contracts for everything from housekeeping to ioud sex can keep you from iiving in roommate heil

When Melissa Andress moved into her 
first apartment last year, she and her room- 
mates discussed how to keep the techni- 
calities of their merger simple: 

They would split the rent and utilities 
on the Gold Coast apartment, take turns 
buying household necessities, and do their 
best to keep the place tidy, Andress said. 
They didn’t need a formal contract. 

But Andress didn’t expect that her 
roommate at the time would rapidly de- 
velop a taste for seedy entrepreneurship, 
posting a detailed business plan for a por- 
nographic website on a large whiteboard in 
the middle of the living room. 

“It laid out who would do the website 
and who would do the filming and how 
much money she thought the site could 
rake in,” Andress, 24, said. 

Andress’ mother, who arrived that day 
from Cincinnati to visit her daughter and 
greet her new roommates, was greeted by 
much more: naked photos, lurid drawings 
and the roommate’s name circled at the 
top as CEO. 

oAwwwkward. 

Living together isn’t always easy wheth- 
er you’re friends, lovers or complete 
strangers. Enter the roommate prenup — 
contracts that specify each roommate’s 
responsibilities. On the table: paying rent 
and utilities, alcohol and tobacco use, pet 
policies, cleanup— anything really accord- 
ing to real estate company Move Inc. 

“I wish we had a contract that mandated 
keeping all quirky business plans in per- 
sonal quarters,” Andress said, laughing. 

That’s why people moving in together, 
regardless of how well they know each 
other, need to leave emotions aside, said 
California-based attorney Janet Portman, 
co-author of “Every Tenant’s Legal Guide.” 

“But people don’t do it, because they are 
naive,” Portman said, acknowledging the 
“hard-hearted” emotional issues involved 
with prenuptial-type agreements. “They 
think, ‘We are all pals, all cool,’ and don’t 
understand that their roommate’s screwup 
will be laid at their feet.” 

Portman is among experts who recom- 
mend putting it all in writing. 

“There is no way to get a landlord or a 
judge to enforce who is taking out the gar- 


bage, but if your roommate is supposed to 
pay half of the rent and fails to do so, a judge 
can rule on that,” Portman said. 

If you have a close relationship with your 
roommates, you may be able to draw up an 
informal contract. Move spokeswoman 
Julie Reynolds said. Roommates could sit 
down and draft conditions together and 
then sign and date the document, she says. 

If a more formal arrangement is in or- 
der, Reynolds suggests having a lawyer 
handle it. There are also websites, such as 
lawdepot.com, that offer do-it-yourself 
roommate contracts. Reynolds advises 
having the documents notarized. 

But how to broach the subject of a con- 


tract in the first place? 

“Just like a prenuptial agreement can be 
a touchy subject before marriage, some- 
times people get their feelings hurt by the 
suggestion of a roommate agreement,” 
Reynolds said. “It’s important to explain 
that this is simply being used for the pur- 
pose of ensuring no conflict arises over liv- 
ing together.” 

Portman agrees: “They should say ‘Abu 
and I are entering into a business relation- 
ship and putting a tremendous amount of 
money in a deposit and the landlord does 
not know or care where it came from.’ ” 

Brandon Moore, 25, of Lakeview, has 
never written a contract for any of the 


three apartments he’s lived in. 

“With all three of my past roommates, 
there was a conversation prior to move- 
in that we would take turns buying cer- 
tain things,” Moore said. The roommates 
shared the bills and made up any differ- 
ence when they paid the rent. 

“Eor the most part, this has worked 
rather smoothly for me,” Moore said. 

Not so for Andress, who has since 
moved into another apartment, in Lincoln 
Park, with four roommates she met on 
Craigslist and opted, for the time being, 
for a contract-free life. 

“Yes, in some cases, it would be great to 
have in writing,” she said. But so far she 
hasn’t had to ask her roommate formally 
to take it easy on the loud sex. 

“He’s a pretty open, honest person any- 
way” Andress said. “I could just say ‘Dude, 
I have to get some sleep and if you are going 
to have sex every night, can you please go to 
the girl’s place?’ ”

“Upstairs Downstairs” slaps a fresh coat of 
paint on 165 Eaton Place with a lovely sequel 
34 years after the British series about the 
goings-on in that London townhouse ended. 

The classic series took the world by storm 
in the 1970s, earning Emmy awards and 
legions of devoted fans hanging on the lives 
of the Bellamy family and its domestic staff 
“downstairs.” It mixed social and political 
satire with soapy melodrama. 

This well-acted, charming renovation 
mimics the original’s spirit but doesn’t quite 
capture its rhythm. With just three 45-min- 
ute episodes, it feels rushed. 

Set in 1936, the sequel picks up six years 
after the original ended. Diplomat Sir Hallam 
Holland (Ed Stoppard) and his wife, Agnes 
(Keeley Hawes), move into the run-down 


townhouse. But they won’t be Hving alone. 
Hallam’s busybody mom, Maud (Eileen 
Atkins), arrives from India with her secretary, 
Mr. Amanjit (Art Malik). Lady Agnes’ flighty 
sister. Lady Persie (Claire Foy), also moves in. 

Agnes retains Rose Buck (Jean Marsh, 
reprising her role from the original series), the 
Bellamys’ former parlor maid who now runs 
an employment agency to hire a domestic 
staff Rose then signs on as the housekeeper. 

All these changes at 165 Eaton Place are 
set against what’s happening outside its 
doors: the abdication of King Edward VIII, 
the plight of Jews in Nazi Germany and the 
looming possibility of war. Some the script 
handles elegantly; others, again, feel hurried. 

It doesn’t help that one of those sub-plots 
involving Lady Persie, Harry and the rise of 
the Fascist Party in Britain seems to have 
been plucked straight from the marvelous

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Taste test; Doughnut Vault

It’s safe to say that here at Metromix, we’ve been pretty eager 
for Doughnut Vault (401I4 N. Franklin St.) to open. So as soon 
as we saw on Twitter that it was open for business Tuesday, 
we didn’t waste any time gathering our staff for a taste test. 


GINGERBREAD STACK 
DOUGHNUT ($3) 

“The gingerbread one 
tasted like any standard 
brown-sugar doughnut 
to me.” 


GLAZED DOUGHNUTS ($3) 

Glazed doughnuts are available in three flavors: chocolate, 
vanilla and chestnut. Here’s what we thought: 


Chocolate 

“It almost has a cup- 
cake quality to it, with 
the fudge-like frosting 
overpowering the rest 
of the doughnut, but 
not necessarily in a 
bad way. Super sweet. 
Probably couldn’t eat 
a whole one.” 

“My money is on the 
chocolate, which 
comes with not only 
original glaze, but 
chocolate frosting and 
sprinkles.” 


Vanilla 

“Tastes like original Krispy Kreme’s 
slightly older, more sophisticated 
cousin.” 

“Has a sugary taste but no vanilla 
taste. The doughnut itself is fluffy 
and light and tastes fresh.” 

Chestnut 

“Would pair nicely with a coffee as 
it has a coffee-flavored taste mixed 
with brown sugar.” 

“I don’t know if it really tastes 
chestnutty at all. It might just be 
the power of suggestion.” 


“Gingerbread was my 
favorite, soft but firm 
texture almost like a 
cookie.

No longer will diner cook Frank (Rainn Wil- 
son) keep quiet as life craps all over him. With 
help from a homemade cos- 
tume and, more important, a 
wrench, he becomes self-made 
superhero the Crimson Bolt. 

His goals: stop crime and bring 
back his wife (Liv Tyler) , who’s 
taken up with a sleazy definitely-not-French 
character named Jacques (Kevin Bacon). 

The buzz: Yes, the notion of a dweeb who 
decides to become a superhero is very remi- 
niscent of last year’s “Kick-Ass.” Yet plenty 
of classic superheroes don’t have any real 
powers (Batman, for one), so there’s room 
for another DI Y avenger and writer-director 
James Gunn’s (“Slither”) indie comedy which, 
for a while, takes less-cartoony aim at real-life 
superheroes than “Kick-Ass” did. 

The verdict: The lively “Super” nearly 


lives up to its title. But, like a wrench to the 
face, Frank’s savage beating of two people 
whose biggest crime is cutting in a movie line 
throws “Super” off what was a funny course 
of personal redemption and vigilante justice 
with the catchphrase “Shut up, crime!” 
Obviously this a very black, sometimes “Taxi 
Driver”-esque comedy Ultimately Frank, 
a deeply wounded man who’s been beaten 
down his entire life, believes in punishing 
anyone who thrives off others’ suffering. 
While that clashes with the film’s frequently 
absurdist tone (the Crimson Bolt posts signs 
around town instructing “Don’t molest 
kids!”), it demonstrates how vigilantism 
creates moral booby traps along with its 
heroism. Plus: The movie’s mostly a good bit 
of fun, as Wilson’s both heartbreaking and a 
crackup as he’s cracking skulls.
